Mrs. .Pearl Christianson, of Glee son, a pioneer Arizona ran¬ 
cher ancl teacher, reported seeing UFO's to the east of her ranch house on Aug.

SUMMARY CF CRITICISM OF THE CONDON REPORT - 1969 

BY JOHN A. KEEL 

1. ) ;One would expect that the report of a scientific project commissioned by 

the U. S. Air'Force and instrumented by a major university (Colorado).at a cost 
of over &600,000 to the American taxpayers would reflect total objectivity and 
would not take sides in any controversies. However, portions of the Colorado 

ij.V University "SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECTS" read like a cheap 

-w novel. Many distinguished and dedicated UFO researchers, such as Major Donald 

Keyhoe, Dr. .James McDonald, John Fuller, etc. are repeatedly attacked in the 
textj often pointlessly, and the head of the Project, Dr. Edward Condon, has 
permitted the report to serve as a platform for his own peeves and general vin¬ 
dictiveness. A large part of the report is therefore neither scientific nor ob¬ 
jective. 

2. ) Over 50% of the Colorado Report consists of reprints of old Air Force re¬ 
leases and often irrelevent papers and essays on astronomical, meteorological, 
and other mindane phenomena. These materials were obtained at little or no ex¬ 
pense to the project and serve only to "pad" the report. Many of the charts 
and graphs included date back to the early 1950's. NO effort was made to update 
these materials. 

3. ) No effort was made to collect, correlate and present accurate data on the 
thousands of UFO reports received and allegedly studied by the project during 
the 1966-68 period. The deletion of even a basic tbtal of the number of reports 
received is inexcusable. 

4. ) The individual sections of the report are filled with contradictions. It is 
obvious that the various contributors were unfamiliar with the research and find¬ 
ings of their wn colleagues. The report is very poorly organized and appears to 
have been thrown together at the last minute by a group who was neither imformed 
nor interested in the subject. 

5. ) The contents of the report do not justify the great expense involved. The 

same kind of report could have been assembled by any Madison Avenue publishing 
house for a few thousand dollars at the most. - 

6. ) Of the project members who worked on the original investigations and stud¬ 
ies only a few remained to actually contribute to the final report. The work 
and efforts of the original staffers seems to have gotten lost in the shuffle. 
Only 59 reports are examined in depth and 10 of these are from the pre-project 
period of : the 1950's. No overall tables, maps and graphs analysing these 59 
cases are included. They are treated as individual anecdotes even though Dr. 

.Condon openly depl-ores "anecdotal data" in other sections. Obviously, no prac¬ 
tical methodology was develoved by the project and no attempt was made to deal 
with the data as a whole.

7. ) Much of the Colorado Report has a tone of embarrassing naivete, and Mr. 
Samuel Rosenburg is perhaps the most naive of-all when, he makes, a. sioplermiiideii. 
attempt to compare the contents and literary style of the "Tulli papyrus" with 
the biblical account of Ezekiel's wheel. He apparently was unaware, that...this-.- 
papyrus was first translated from ancient Egyptian into Italian and then into 
English. It was translated in the 1930's by men working in the religious atmos¬ 
phere of the Vatican. Nor did Mr. Rosenburg realize that tBaditionally the best 
work is always done by "amateur" Egyptologistsj dedicated and scholarly men with 
a wide background in history, science and linguistics. Several months ago Pen¬ 
tagon informants told me that Mr. Rosenberg was being paid $10,000 for his 
essay on "UFOs In History". Dr. David Saunders states in his book, "UFOS ? 

YES.'", that Mr. Rosenberg received' $3,200. In either case, he was grossly over¬ 
paid for a modest'rehash of material from Trench, Thomas, Vallee and Fort. His 
chief claim to fame is an article on Frankenstein which he wrote for LIFE sever¬ 
al years ago. 

8. ) The Colorado Project clearly represents a conscious effort to satisfy the 
needs of the Air Force contract, but does not indicate a sincere effort to coll¬ 
ect and examine the basic UFO data. It's main theme is the impracticality of the 
extraterrestrial thesis. A genuinely scientific study would have first collected 
sufficient data to' determine whether or not a phenomena existed at all. Then 
all the various theories would have been studied and compared with the available 
data. Sighting factors of time, geography, terrestrial features, the correlative 
aspects in the witnesses' backgrounds and features in their reports, must ail be 
sifted and weighed before any theory can be considered. This type of systematic 
study was not undertaken. Instead, the project treated^the reports individually. 
They repeated the common mistake of the civilian UFO groups and tried to prove 

or disprove the individual events. Doctors seeking a cure for cancer do not 
‘study individual cases. This is the routine scientific method and should have 
been applied to the UFO phenomena from the outset. 

9. ) We must question the quality,-validity and integrity of the Colorado Report. 
We must ask for a complete accounting of the use of public funds. Instead of 
giving us a useful analysis of the over UFO situation. Dr. Condon has given us 
anothBr paperback filled with garbage which he should have reserved for his 
memoirs. The report does not really answer any intelligent questions. With 
only a few exceptions, we must also seriously question the qualifications and 
competence of the man who were directly employed by this study...

TENETS OF THE ALTERNATE REALITY THEORY

The points herein stated are not to be regarded as a matter of final un¬ 
derstanding but rather are points of working theory, suggested by certain trends 
in the available evidence. These points do not reflect directly upon the opin¬ 
ions of those other than the present writer, nor do they reflect official policy 
of FPA. 

(1) The universe-framework wherein we reside is in fact only a portion of the 
totality of reality. True R eality in full perspective is made up of an unknown 
number of realities, each with theor own scientific laws which may or may not 
coincide with the corresponding‘laws in other universe-frameworks. 

(2) 'These realities are quite separate in that they can exist in what appears 
to be the same point in space and/or time without overt influence of a visual, 
tactile or other nature upon one another. 

(3) The separating factor between these re a lities may be partly of a physical 

nature, but also possibly of a p a rtly psychological nature. This separating 
factor can be overcome and in fact is overcome both in nature at certain coin¬ 
ciding points or reality warps on a tempory or permanent basis, and through ar¬ 
tificial means. . . 

' (4) Artificial transition through this barrier may be affected through the 
utilization of various forces of either mechanical and/or psychic nature. 

(5) Such reality translations have in fact been affected through the utilizat¬ 
ion ofi countless occasions between our own universe-framework and one or more 
other universe-frameworks. 

(6) While overt contact has not taken place within modern times, the inhabitants 
of one or more alternate realities have been in touch with human beings through¬ 
out the history of mankind. 

(7) Some of this contact has been for purposes generally friendly to mankind 
while other contact has been for neutral and directly hostile purposes. 

. • I f 

(8) A purpose of the latter seems to be the domination of mankind through 
covert manipulation at times, overt control at other times. 

(9) Contact is at present so integrally tied to mankind that it is ubiquitous. 
An unknown number of human beings are in a covert cooperative relationship with 
these beings. 

(■10) of the forces malevolent to mankind, there is a sub-group which seems vir¬ 
tually purposeless in the actionj a degenerate sub-group or a group from anothBr 
alternate world than those described as being similar to humans. This sub-group 
seems to constitute the "little man" type as opposed to the more nearly humanoid. 
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(11) One group of entities seems to be interested in combating the malevolent 
forces. These may in fact be wholly or partly a group of humans living in sym ¬ 
biotic relation-with mankind as we know it. They may be the decendants of an 
ancient Earth civilization, possibly destroyed by the outsiders. 

(12) Beings from other planets as well as other realities may be involved in 
this struggle. 

The theoretical possibilities of variation on these points are diverse. One 
variant of a historical revision follows: 

In legendary times a civilization on Earth developed a high degree of technology, 
advancing into astronautica and beyond. This civilization developed contacts 
throughout our universe with alternate worlds. Some of these contacts proved 
friendly, while others led to hostility. The Earth civilization helt its own 
for some time, but was eventually laid waste by its enemies and fell into ruin, 
plunging Earth into a dark age. The remmants of this civilization, however, 
aided by those outside forces of a frendly disposition, continued to hold some 
influence on the Earth and continued to exist as a defuse group within the new 
civilization that developed on Earth. These new civilizations were much infer¬ 
ior and constituted the civilisations of, in conventianal history, ancient 
times. The remnant of the old civilization now manifested itself in society 
in the form of "gods", "Magicians" and "mystery cults". 

... The Remnant’s plan seems to have been working quite well with setbacks off 
and on until the first few centuries of the common era. At that time the anti¬ 
humans made enourmous gains and human civilization fell into disarray... It is 
beyond the scope of this paper to deal with the details of evidence that could 
lead one to the above hypothetical reconstruction of history. However, the 
area to liik in would be that of an expanded study scope of human history, in¬ 
corporating a non-mythic assessment of phenomena previously considered mythic 
or considered from a supernatural rather than-a rational scientific standpoint, 
e.g., the serious consideration of "little men" myths of history as objective, 
albeit somewhat distorted fact fcather than superstition or subjective psycholo¬ 
gical phenomena, in light of modern research... 

Including possible association in modern times with the UFO phenomena. 

Such historical reconstructions potentially give us, if not a true picture 
of history, a more realistic set of alternatives than those offered by more con¬ 
ventional concepts of human developement. There is anothBr point, too, that 
might be of help... perhaps the most startling point of all and, in this listing

(13) That outside space, outside of time, there exists a malevolent force inter¬ 
ested in manipulating human history to its own ends. 

Or, in theoretical reconstruction, sometime in the future mankind is destin¬ 
ed to triumph. And something, outside of time in the usual sense has for aeons 
been attempting to amnipulate things to form a different conclusion, while some¬ 
thing else has been trying to counteract this manipulation. If this is true, 
we deal with something a good deal more profound that "little green men from 
Mars". A good deal more.

Astronomer Changes His

“Hogwash,” was Dr. 
Hynek’s reaction to UFOs 
when he was called as a 
scientific consultant to 
Wright Patterson Air Force 
Base, near Dayton, many 
years ago.

(From the DAILY TIMES (OTAGO, NEW ZEALAND) dated July 23, 1968, comes this 
extract of "THE GREAT AIRSHIP MYSTERY") ... 

The Great Airshio mystery of 1909 filled newspaper columns for weeks and 
gave rise to wild speculations. Was it a fact ? Was it a wonderful hoax ? Or 
was it the start of the Flying Saucers from outer space theory ? 

n The first sighting, mid-July, 1909, concerned mysterious lights in the sky, 
thought to have been attached to an airship, over the Wangalon Hills, near Ka- 
itangata. However, at the time, airships hardly existed outside the pages of 
Jules Vernei The story was received with some incredulity but as the witnesses 
were of unimpeachable integrity the OTAGO DAILY TIMES sent its Kelso correspon¬ 
dent to check eye-witness accounts. He reported: There is not the slightest 
doubt that the airship was seen at Kelso... It is cigar shaped or boat shaped 
and is pointed at each end. It did not appear to be very long but was very 
broad... It flew over and past the school grounds, turned around and went back 
the way it came. It was flying along very easily and had no trouble in turning. 
It came from the direction of the BLUE MOUNTAINS and over the wooded area near 
Kelso. It was seen by at least five persons whose statements are in accord. 

The following day came reports that "the thing" had been sighted by people on 
the other side of the BLUE MOUNTAINS and later, by people again on the Kelso 
side...By the next night the light had been seen further south, near Auckland. 

Sighting reports continued even as inventors related their experiments and 
youths told of practical jokes with balloons. Suggestions to solve the mystery 
were varied - a spy machine, an Australian smuggler ship, local secret airship, 
cosmic luminous dust of metoric or mometary origin. The meteor theory was the 
most popular though the behavior of the lights, as attested to by reliable cit¬ 
izens did not fit the pattern. 

August 6th the airship was seen again near Kelso by 10 hitherto skeptical 
workman, who described it as a cigar shaped balloon with a carriage suspended 
below. It had a powerful white headlight and changed altitiude steadily sev¬ 
eral times. Other reports continued for a time until the news was pushed aside 
"by the wreck of the MAORI off Capetown and the greater mystery surrounding the 
loss of the liner WARATAH." 

Long afterwards came a story that a collection of rusty machine tools had 
been found deep in the brush of the Blue Mountains. Questions continued: "Where 
had they come from ?" "Were they actually from the mystery ship ?" "Was it al 1 
a gigantic hoax, if so, why did its perpetrators keep it so secret ?" Or was it 
some sort of mass hallucination, possibly induced by some meteorological phenom¬ 
ena ? 

There is still no easy answer to these and other questions. Sixty years 
ago the thought of airships in Otaga was a far wilder idea than current spec¬ 
ulations that flying saucers are really from other planets. "The Kelso mystery 
may indeed have been a colonial forerunner of today's UFO's."

E arth's Wobble May Cause Quakes - Climate Changes_-

A WOBBLE in the earth's spin may be- responsible for such diverse phenomena 
as earthquakes, periods of mountain-building and climate changes. This is the 
conjecture of Dr. James Heirtzer, head of Columbia University's Hudson Labor¬ 
atories at Dobbs Ferry, N.Y. His proposal is an elaboration o£ a Canadian re¬ 
port that has created a stir among those who specialize in analyzing the motions 
of the earth. The Canadians have found a seeming correlation between major 
earthquakes and changes in the drift of the earth's spin axis. 


The Columbia scientist has played a leading role in research that has led 
to wide acceptance of the concept of•sea—floor spreading. This concept is that 
hot plastic rock flows upward constantly - or intermittently - into mid-ocean 
ridges, such as the one that bisects the North and South Atlantic. This rock 
cools and is pushed away from both sides of the ridges by the arrival of new 
up-flowing' material. In this way ocean floors move slowly away from the ridges 
towards the continental margins. In some places, such as along the co,ast of 
Chile or in the Western Pacific, this material bends downward under the activity, 
and frequent earthquakes, some of them at depths, measured in hundreds of miles. 
What Dr. Heirtzer has found-is that this sea-floor spreading tends to be symm¬ 
etrical around axis that parallel the earth's magnetic axis. BOTH, in turn, 
seem to be controlled by the earth's spin axis. 


. In other words, the spin of this planet seems to control the process, deep 
•within the earth, that generates most of its magnetic field. It is this magnet¬ 
ism that causes a compass needle to point towards the North Magnetic pole. The 
pattern of sea-floor spreading is such, according to Dr. Heirtzer, that it too 
seems to'be governed by the earth's spin, even though it varies from ocean to 
ocean. Hence he believes the correllation between major earthquakes and wobbles 
ill the Earth's spin can be traced to this same flow of material across the oceans 
and beneath the continents. 

.V« Tip ■ ■ ■ 

... Every few months, according to his hypotheses, "there are changes in the 
earth's rotational motion that affect sea-floor spreading and cause the earth¬ 
quake associated with it. If such a change is large enough, it may even reverse 
the earth's magnetic field." As for climate, he said, it seems that "rather mi¬ 
nor variations" of the earth's rotational’axis "can affect to a suprising extent 
both the climate at the surface of the earth and forces and stresses within the 
earth/" Heirtzler also noted that some scientists have recently speculated on a 
relationship between reversals of the earth's magnetic fields and episodes of 
mountain-building. This would attach even more significence to the wobbles of 
the earth's spin. 

Furthermore, he pointed out, it has been found from fossils in oceanic sed¬ 
iments that the population of the sea has hhanged coincidentally with reversals 
of the earth's magnetic field. In such reversals, a compass needle that pre¬ 
viously pointed NORTH would swing to the opposite direction.. 

QUESTION ??? UFO's are suddenly around when an earthquake occurs -in some cases 
they have been noted flying over the area ifi a FORMATION sometimes resembling 
Greek letters - a few days BEFORE a majjor earthquake occurred - to many it has 
seemed to be a warning.WHY ?

BAGGED BY A SASQUATCH ill

The story you are about to read is true, an affidavit was even signed to 
insure the authenticity of this story. It happened.sometime in 1924, behind 
Toba Inlet, which is on the coast of British Columbia,iCanada. A retired lum 
beripan of Swedish descent, whose name is Albert Ostman, was reportedly kidnapp¬ 
ed by a Sasquatchi
